Kaiser, a young man of 21 years, a 
clerk on one of the Upper Missouri 
river steamboats, witnessed the exe- 
cution of Katorsky and Ellis in the 
jail yard Jan. 6, and was strangely 
affected by the scene.

The work of building this large house 


of worship was commenced with many 
misgivings, but the need of a suitable 
church building- one that would accom- 
modate the congregation for a period of 
many years—was felt by all, and the edi- 
3ce was erected. 
And when the spires 


were built 
as the finishing tenches, 


there woe a debt on the building of about 
819,000, drawing interest at nine per cent' 
per annum, payable semi-annually. The 
ew pastor took charge of the congregation 
with a cumbersome indebtedness of near- 
ly 815,000 on the building. The forego- 
ing is a very brief outline of the history 
of the church, and the members of the 
church and all lovers of Christianity and 
Christian institutions have reason to be 
jubilant and thankful that the big stumb- 
ling block in the growth and influence of 
the society has been finally and forever re- 
moved by the payment of the debt to the 
last cent. It was a great achievement, 
and it was done through the self-sacrific- 
ing, noble nnd persistent efforts of Bev. 
Dimmitt, who went about among his 
flock und the people, day after day, and 


was reached during the last three months, 
when the trustees found that they oould 
not raise the required amount of interest 
money,and$62had to bepnt up by one of 
the trustees to make up the 8600. Then it 
was plain that tomething had to be done- 
one of three things. The first proposition 
was to make an effort to secure a lower 
rate of interest than 9 per cent, and the 
brethren met and talked it over, but 
nothing could be done, and the speaker 
was glad of it. Another proposition was 
to sell out, leave the church and worship 
elsewhere, but that wouldn't do; and the 
last thing proposed was to pay f/ie debt. 
This seemed a hard thing to do, but it was 
the only alternative. Then Rev. Dimmitt 
took up the little discolored subscription 
book he had used in going about among 
the people, and spoke feelingly of the 
names it contained, and of the history 
which was associated with it 
He opened 


it and showed the blurred pages to th« 
congregation, and »aid he wsuldkeep that 
book until he was 80 years old or longe^
